EX-SECRETARY BRISTOW’S TROUBLE WITH

W ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—Very few people 
know the inside history of Bristow's fight with 
the express companies when he was Secretary of 
the Treasury. The express companies made 
what Mr. Bristow thought were exorbitant 
charges for carrying currency to the great dis- 
tributing point of the New York Sub-Treasury. 
He told the companiés that a lower rate must be 
eonceded or be would take the business away 
from them. The companies were defiant. At 
that time hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
being shipped daily. The express companies 
offered. the only secure way for the 


carrying of these great 
they charged accordingly, 
tain, as matters the stood, the 
Secretary could not get’ along without them. 
Suddeniy the express people were notified that 
Mr. Bristow had made arraugements for carry- 
ing this currency, and that they could not bave 
tne business unless they came to his terms. For 
several weeks the Currency was transmitted to 
New York in the most mysterious way. Only Mr. 
Bristow, his confidant ia the Treasury, the su®- 
Treasurer in New York, knew the way the work 
was done. The express companies held Gioof 
upon the belief that Bristow would not Mare to 
continue to assume the personal responsibility 
for the safety. of the carrymg of great 
sums. But as the work went on undisturbed 
for several weeks without toss or public scandal 
the companies finally relented and were glad to 
make new contracts for what Bristow was able 
to pay them. This is the way

‘The Secretary selected a trusty special agent of 
the Treasury who simply put the ourrency in a 
valise and went over to New York as an ordfha- 
ry dassenger On the night train. Thomas Cav- 
anaugh, the Deputy nt-at-Arms under 
the gallant Col. Hocker in the House, was 
special agent selected for this work. He is a 
tall, broad-shouldered, deép-chested, manly- 
looking specimen of humanity. His square, 
resolute, sun-browned face is accompanied by 
a crisp, curling mustache, completely hiding his 
mouth. His straight nose, ciear blue eyes, and 
square jaws stand out in aface remarkapile 
for its combination of good nature and iron 
resolution.

Of the romance itself Mr. Hawthorne says that 
his father had looked forward to it as the crown- 
ing achievement of his literary career. He had 
alluded to it as a work in which he proposed to 
convey more of various modes of truth than he 
could have grasped by a direct effort. 

“ The story is divided into two parts, the scene 
of the first being laid in America, that of the sec- 
ond inEogiand. interna! evidence of variouskinds 
goes to show that the second part was the tirst 
written, or, ia other words, that the present first 
part is a rewriting of an original tirst part, after- 
ward discarded, and of which the existing sec- 
ond partis the continuation. two parts 
overiap, and it shall be left to the ingenuity of 
eritics to detect the precise point of junction. 
in rewriting the

tions in the plot 
story, which alterations were not carried into 
the secoud part. It results from this that the 
manuscript presents various apparent incon- 
sistencies. In transcribing the work for tne 
press these inconsistent sentences and passages 
nave been withdrawn from the text and in- 
serted in the appendix; or, in a few unimpor- 
tant instances, omitted aitogether. In otber 
respects the text is printed as the author left it, 
with the exception of the names of the charac- 
ters. In the manuscript each personage figures 
iu the course of the narrative under f 
to six different names. This difficulty 
met by bestowing upon each of the 
persone the name which last identified him to 
the authors mind, and keeping him to it 
throughont the volume. 

The story. as a story, is complete as it stands; 
It has u beginning, a iddle, and an end. ro 
is ho break in the narrative, and the legitimate 
conclusion is reached. 

To say that the story is complete as a work 
of art, would be quite another matter. It lacks 
balance and proportion. Some characters and 
incidents are portrayed with minute eiabora-. 
tion; others, perhaps not less important, are 
merely sxetchedin outline. Beyonda doubt it 
was the author's purpose to rewrite the entire 
werk from the first te the last, enlarg 
it, deepening it. adorning it withevery kind 
spiritual and physical beauty. and rounding out 
amoral worthy of the noble materials. But 
these last transtigurmg touches to Aladdin's 
tower were never to be given; and he has de- 

ed, taking with him his Wonderful Lamp. 
evertheless, there is great splendor in the 
structure as we behold it. The characcer of oid 
Dr. — 5 and the pic ure of ne yo 
ings are bardly surpassed vigor by any 
their author has produced; and the dusky vision 
of the secret chamber, which sends a mysterious 
shiver through the tale, seems to be unique 
even in Hawthorne. 

“There have been included in this volume 
photographic reproductions of certain pages of 
the original manuscript of ‘Dr. Grimshawe,* 
selected at random, upon which those ingenious 
persons whose cenvictions are in advance of 
their instruction are cordially invited to try 
their teeth; for it has been maintained that Mr. 
Hawthorne's handwriting was singularly legibie. 
The present writer s specimens of Mr. 
Hawthorne's chirography at various ages, from 
boyhood until a day or two before his death. 
Like the handwriting of most men it was at its 
best between the twenty-fifth and tortieth 
years ef life; and in some instances it is a re- 
markably beautiful type of penmanship. But 
as time went on it deteriorated, and while of 
course retaining its elemeatary characteristics, 
it became less and less easy to read, we gon A 
in those writings which were intended solely 
for his own perusal. 
menof sensitive organization 
hour, a good or a bad pen, a ready or obstructed 
flow of thought, would alt be reflected in the 
formation of the written letters and words. In 
the manuscript of the fragmentary sketch 
which has just been published in a magazine, 
which is writtenin an erdinary commonplace 
book, with ruled pages, and in which the author 
had not yet become possessed with the spirit of 
the story and characters, the handwriting is 
deliberate and clear. la the manuscript of Dr. 
Grimshawe's Secret,’ on the other hand, which

He fouud it 
practically complete, and resolved to publish it. 
The story is longer than “ The Scariet Letter,” 
is to be brought out by Osgood, and will appear 
in a 12mo. of 334 pages.

,EATON HALL, | 
the princely mansion of the Duke of West- 
minster, ranks the foremost. This is situated 
about four miles from Chester, and presents 
a fairy scene of splendor that amazes the be- 
holder, notwithstanding the wonderful de- 
scriptions that have been so often wri 
The style of the building is purely Gothic o 
the Fourteenth Century; and, with its tow- 
ers, pinnacles, and parapets, its heraldic de- 
vices and artistic decoration everywhere, the 
palace proclaims itself a worthy residence 
for the Duke of Westminster, who is the 
richest Peer in the United Kingdom. On 
entering the building, a flight of steps leads 
to the bronze doors epening on the entrance 
hall, which is forty-one feet long and thirty- 
one wide, and adorned with the escutcheons 
of the Gros-Venours on every hand. Pass- 
ing numerous recesses containing suits of 


armor, we arrive at mahogany carved doors 


that lead to the drawing-room, with its high- 
arched ceiling and magnificent decorations. 
The walls of this room are hung in crim- 


son velvet, that forms a striking but 


harmonious contrast with the blue and 
yellow satin furniture; while an enormous 
mirror, supported by a sculptured mantel of 
rare beauty, is ever scintillating with the 
dazzling rays of myriads of crystals, that 
adorn the chandeliers. The high-arched 
ceiling, upheld by delicate pillars in Moorish 
style, is dazzling wita shields emblazoned 
with knightly achievements of members of 
this ancient family, who have been success- 
ively Knights, Baronets, Barons, Viscounts, 


Earls, Murquises, and Dukes. In conformity 


with the pillars, Moorish scenery is repre- 
sented on the paneled walls, in all the fan- 
tastic beauty dreamed of by Mussulman po- 
ets, who fil grottoes and gardens with mys- 
terious charms, and convert Moorish archi- 
tecture into sculptured poems.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE SPOILS. 

When thé result of the fall élections be- 
came known thé only consolation the Re- 
publicans were able to find in the situation 
wis the hope, based upon past experience, 
that the large Demoeratie majority in the 
next Congress would betray their party into 
blunders which should warn-the country of 
the danger of intrusting the whole Govern- 
ment into their hands. According to present 
indications it will not be necessary to wait 
for the next Congress for evidences of Dem- 
ocratic iusincerity and selfishness. Every 
day’s proceedings in the present Congress 
show that the Democrats are bound down 
to mere patty eonsitierations. The question 
of civil-service reform has of its own inher- 
ent force taken precedence of all other mat- 
ters of public policy, though an equitable 
and intelligent project for tax-reiduction 
would probably have received the preference 
if it had been brought forward. But Dem- 
ocratic influences were sufficiently strong in 
committee to cause a bill for the . repeal 
of the tobacco taxes to be reported as 
the first measure to be taken in tax-re- 
duction, and that step had the effect of 
postpohing the Whole subject for the time 
being. Then civil-serviée reform was brought 
to the front, and Mr. Kassofi’s bill was tink- 
eréd by the Democrats until it lost much of 
its original force. About the same time the 
same impulse for the better regulation of the 
civil service asserted itsélf in the Senate. 
The Pendleton bill was ready for considera 
tion, and brought up in spite of the op- 
position of sixteen Democratic Senators. 
Then Mr. Pendleton’s speech, interspersed 
with comments from ‘the Democratic side, 


revealed that the Democrats have no higher 


purpose in this matter than to make some 
party capital out of the discussion, and final- 
ly te postpone the work of reform until they 
shall have an opportunity to distribute the 
spoils through the agency of a Democratic 
President. The latest plan reported to ac- 
complish this end is to let the Pendleton bill 
pass in the Senate and the Kasson bill pass 
in the House, in case it shall prove imprac- 
ticable to strangle the whole subject, and 
thus prepare the way for disagreement be- 
tween the two Houses. In this manner the 
Democratie politicians hope to deféat the 
proposed reform without exposing their own 
opposition thereto. 

It is safe to say that this party trick will 
not be be permitted to sueceed. The discus-- 
sion of the subject has proceeded far enough 
to show that the Republicans are thoroughly 
in earnest, and it will be a matter of small 
consequence whether the desired enactment 
shall result from a Senate bill or a House. 
bill so long as the spirit of the retorm shall 
be embodied in the measure finally adopted. 
All the Republicans need to do is to hold out 
firmly against Democratié propositions for 
concession and colipromise, and to insist 
steadfastly upon every essential condition of 
the proposed reform. No half-way measure 
will méet With popular approval. The de- 
mand is that the civil service of the country 
shall be placed upon the same permanent 
footing as the army and navy, and that it 
shall be regulated by the same business prin- 
ciples which would govern the honest ad- 
ministration of an important private trust. 
If the Democrats are not willing to assist in 
such a reform, then the responsibility of de- 
feating it must be put plainly upon them. 
They may charge the Republicaus with self- 
ish motives in urging the reform at this 
time, or they may excuse their own luke” 
warmness by paftisan considerations: but no 
lihe of argument, however ingenious, will 
batisty the army of Republican voters who | 
acted with them in the late elections nor in- 
duce thede voters to act with them in the 


Presidential election if they defeat or retard 


the movement for civil-serviee reform. 

It it be admitted that the Republicans are 
vealous in behalf of civil-service reform at 
this time because they apprehend defeat in 
1884 and want to retain in office the Rep

plishment now Will prevent the 

from revolutionizing the civil service if they 
come into power. It is thé menace of that very 
proceeding whieh makes the reform urgent. 
The intelligence of the country recognizes 
that it will be much wiser to assure the 
retention in service of subordinates and em- 


pleyés who have had a long experience than 


to place the entite machinery of the Govern- 
ment in the hands of.raw and inexperienced 
men. Some politicians in the Republican 
party may be influenced by a selfish desire 
to keep Republicans in office, but the Amer- 


„can people as a whele do not care about 


that so long as tue result shall protect the 
Government from the danger of sudden and 
wholesale changes. In fact, the elimination 
of the spoils element from the next Presi- 
dential campaign will enable the people to 
decide the election on issues of publie policy 
and the character of the men who shall lead 
the two parties. It the result shall involve 
the dispositim of 1.000 leading offices the 
struggle will be less bitter and acrimonious 
than if it shall involve the distribution of 
100,000 offices. The public demand fer re- 
form is not based upen party considerations, 
but upon the future welfare of the erican 
Republic, to which a radical reform of the 
ciyikservice system is more essential than 
all the other issues which can now be sug- 
gested. 

The Democrats in Congress find it impos- 
sible apparently to look beyond the seizure 
of the spoils, which has been the governing 
principle of all their late campaigns. It is 
said to be their intention to block the passage 
in the House of Judge Davis’ bill for the es- 
tablishment of 4 Court of Appeals simply in 
order to postpone the appointment of the 
additional Judges fora Democratic Adminis- 
tration. Their attitude on this civil-service 
question amounts to a confession that greed 
for spoils is the only reason, for their party 
existence. They cannot defeat the move- 
ment for reform and atthe same time con- 
ceal their purpose from the country. So long 
as the election of a Democratie President 
shall portend the displacement of the entire 
civil service of the Government to make 
room for unskilled and untried place- 
hunters the American people will be serely 
pressed before they will consent Fo such a 
change.

CONGRESSIONAL VINDICATION. 

There is vigorous resentment at Washing- 
ton towards the newspapers of the country 
because of the results of. the late elections. 
For once there was last year unauimity 
among the papers concerning the short 
domus of the last session of Congress. 
There was hardly a difference of opinion as 
to the failure of Congress at the last session 
te do anything which the country needed, or 
to omit doing that which the country did not 
waht dohe. These members of Congress, 
too many of them, educate themselves to the 
belief that they know better than the coun- 
try does what the country needs, and they 
think that the country ought to accept 
knowledge as it is dealt out to them from 


‘Washington. The fact is, the people as a 


whole have faith in the superiority of but a 
comparatively small number of their repre- 
sentatives, and when these representatives 
want to examine their constituents they in- 
variably turn the small end of the telescope 
on the public and the large end on them- 
selves, 

‘The majority of these inflated politicians 
are disgusted with the indifference to their 
defeat shown by the country; the people in 
countless districts stood silently at the polls 
refusing to vote, and let the regular nomi- 
nee’’ of their party be disgracefully de- 
feated. These disgusted representatives, 
who thought they were persons of National 
solicitude aré now at Washington finding 
what consolation they can in abusing the 
newspapers. 

The fact is unquestioned that the newspa- 
per press is an organ of public opinion. 
These men in Congress were warned that the 
people demanded a reduction of taxes and an 
arrest of profligate expenditure. Congress- 
men answered that they could go back ana 
satisfy the people, but they failed to satis- 
factorily explain to the country why a re- 
duction of faxes had been refused, and there- 
fore it follows that a htindred seats were 
vacated by the popular will. 

These members propose to vindicate them- 
selves during the last hours of their official 
life by repealing the tax on tobacco, and by 
reducing the tax oh whisky; atid they pro- 
pose to vindicate the River and Harbor 
monstrosity of last session by passing an- 
other equatiy scandalous.

000,000 of last year’s appropriation for ⸗ 


rivers and harbors unexpended, atid he did 
not think another appropriation was needed 
this year. Secretary Lincoln declined send- 
ing in an estimate for $34,000,000 additional 
appropriations demanded for the same class 
of work. Whereupon the authors of. that 
kind of wasteful expenditure of other people’s 
money have held an indignation meeting, and 
under the delusion that the people have not 
disposed of them for all time propose to 
pass another appropriation of many millions. 
This they think will be a vindieation of 
themselvq; and entitle them to a recall to 
life in the dim future, 

These gentry should remember that their 
defeat was not a defeat of the Republican 
party but of a number ot Congressionai rep- 
resentatives, who, after repeated warnings 
and earnest appeals, deliberately betrayed 
their trust and set themselves up as more in- 
telligent than their constituents. These rep- 
resentatives were defeated personally and 
as a warning to those who may come after 
them. For these people there is no vindica- 
tion. The party has been reliéved of them, 
and will try and get along without them. 
The regret is perhaps not so much that they 
were defeated as it is that some others got 


reélected who could have been spared just as- 


well as some who were discarded. 

If these men whose inefficiency and whose 
inflated ideas of their own consequence 
made the last session stich a miserable fail 
ure would accept the castigation they have 
received as merited, and would turn their 
attention during the few remaining houre of 
their official lives to business left undone, 
they might fare better. There are the tariff 
and the civil service, which the country de- 
mands shall be reformed, Congress may do 
much good by taking up these subjects and 
acting on them. Let the Republicans, who 
are wasting time discussing the repeal of 
taxes on Whisky and tobaeco, at least reduce 
the taxes one-half on overcoats, on Woolen 
clothes, on shirts and underwear: and in- 
stead of repealing $100,000,000 of revenue 
taxes, let them repeal a thousand millions of 
taxes which produce no revenue. A repedl 
of taxes now extorting from the people 
$1,000,000,000 a year without the loss of rev- 
enue would go far tewards restoring this 
Congress to some degree of popular respect.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

Congress has struggled for some time in 
preparing and considering a new Bankrupt 
law. The lawyers have been unable to agree. 
Finally there came a sharp division between 
the friends of what is called the Equity bill 
and the Lowell bill. The Equity bill was 
approved by the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, but on Tuesday last the Senate substi- 
tuted for it the Lowell bill, and in its 
amended form sent it back to the committee. 
Whether this means the end of all action by 
Congress at this session is a question which 
depends on the possibility of an agreement 
by a jury of lawyers, Outside of the legal 
profession there are but few persons who 
fairly comprehend the merits of these bills 
or even the differences between them. ‘The 
last National Bankrupt law, which was so 
summarily and unanimously repealed a few 
years azo, Was admirably devised in the in- 
terest of the legal profession and also in the 
interest Of the officials, Thus the registers, 
and assignees, the marshals and clerks, and 
the legal profession employed by creditors 
and debtors all shared profitably in the 
division of the spoils. So great had become 
the exactions under the fee system that after 
some years’ experience debtors boldly offered 
créditers a round sum in satisfaction of their 
claims, and creditors as promptly aecepted 
the offer, certain that it was many per cent 
greater than would be obtained after paying 
the costs of a suit in bankruptcy. 

How far the pending bills—or either of them 
—provide for the legal profession we do not 
know, but the admonition that “he who 
fails to provide for his own household is 
worse than the infidel” is respected by the 


bar as well as by any other trades-union. 


It is stated that the Lowell bill overcomes 
the evil of fees to a certain extent. The ofli- 
cers are paid fixed salaries, and a fee of $50 
for each case, with a possibility of an addi- 
tional fee of $10, covers all the costs of bank- 
ruptey: The salaried officers are of two 
grades, Commissioners and Supervisors. The 
Commissioners are appointed by the Circuit 
Courts, and they are limited in number to 
that of the representation in Congress from 
each State, and the salary of each is to be 
$2,000. The Supervisors, to be appointed by 
the courts, are to receive $5,000 each, and 
only one is to be appointed in gach judicial 
circuit.

As the National Agricultural Association, 
now in session in this city, is contemplating 
a meeting hext year upon a grand scale, 
something in the nature of an agricultural 
pageant, it is a matter, of considerable im- 
portance that its members should not make 
the mistake of selecting an unfavorable lo- 
cality.

We have the largest 
and best hotels in the country to aécommo- 
date the crowds whe willeome. We always 
have beautiful weather in the fall, cool, 
clear, and healthy, without a trace of ma- 
laria in the. atmosphere. The city is easy of 


access trom all directions, owing to her | 


marvelous railroad systems, and nowhere 
can the association get more assistance than 
here to make the great sliow a success. 

The towns oh the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers will undoubtedly want it, but can the 
association afford to select such small, in- 
convenient, and slow-gom places? Will it 
do wisely to risk the health of its members 


by selecting a place where they will have to. 


go with their pockets full of quinine, 
which, though free and cheap now, may be 
restored to its old high prices by the tariff 
tinkerers before that time? Willit be right 
to place temptations in the way of unscrupu- 
lous people?

SOME SHREWD OBSERVATIONS. 

Col. Clark E. Carr’s interview of yesterday 
is an admirable analysis of the salient feat- 
ures of the political situation in this State.

Included in the eost of operating and in 
the cost of materials are the employers“ per- 
sonal services, the cost of repairs, and of in- 
surance, wear and tear, freight, ete. 

On this showing made by the manutact- 
urers themselves theré was a net profit of 40 
per cent. Of course this rate of profit was 
not universal, but it was the average profit 
of all the manufactories reported by the 
census.

Pants, Dec: 11.—M. Gambetta’s condition has 
improved. He jeft his bed today. It appears 
that he was taking the charges out of a loaded 
revolver and held the barrel in bis right hand 
turned toward himself. As he was thus engaged 
the cock fell on a cartridge and the shot took 
effect in the muscles below the thumb and went 
up the arm, emerging below the elbow. He 
nearly fainted from the pain.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 11.—A gentieman well

Paris, France, Nov. 27.—Alphonse Daudet is 
at this moment writing the final chapters of a 
new story, which will probably be the literary 
event of the season. It is entirely different 
from any other. work by the same popular 
author. Indeed, in many wuys it is unlike 
any French book’ of recent years with 
which I am acquainted, and especially 
unlike any book of the so-called Natural- 
istic school of Emile Zola, between whom 
and Daudet people are so fond (I know not why) 
of instituting parallels. The story, which is at- 
tractively entitied “L’Evangéliste de Paris,“ 
will in the first instance appear asa feuilleton 
in the Paris Figaro. It will immediately after 
appear in book-form; and very possibly trans- 
lations wili be published about the same time in 
London, St. Petersburg or Moscow, and Vienna. 

Daudet bas kindly allowed me to look through 
the MS. of L’Evangéliste de Paris It is a sad 
and striking tale of our own time, told with 


rare force and teeling, as Dickens might have | 
told it, and founded almost entirely on fact. | 


Every character in the book has been drawn, 
with commendabie skill, from the life. In his 
previous works Daudet bas generally con- 
tented himself with giving us half-por- 
traits, or What might be described 
as composite portraits: In the present 
case his characters, from the heroine downwards, 
are living, breathing men and women, with 
many of whom we Parisians are all acquainted. 

The central figure in the plot. Jeanne Authe- 
man, is a sort of Parisian Dinah Morris gone 
astray. She is the Lady President of the pious 
society of Dames Evangélistes”’ and a Prot- 
estant. Not a Protestant of the mild 
Anglican or Lutheran pattern, however, but a 
sort of Calvinist Revivalist—a bigot cold and 
fierce in a breath, convinced that sue has a mis- 
sion to save souls, and determined to fulfill her 
mission though to do so she trample upon all 
human weakness, passion, and affection. In 
strange contrast to his fanatical heroine, the 
author will show us a commonplace, good 
mother, called Mme. Ebsen. This Mme. Ebsen 
bas, in the language of the Kevivalists, not 
“come to Jesus.“ She herself will tell us that 
she has not had time for things of that sort.“ 
Full of the cares and affections of this workaday 
world, she bas given little thought—poor creat- 
ure—to religious matters—believing at bottom, 
perhaps, that they are of minor importance 
compared to the duties of der household 
and the education of ber children. 
But Mme. Ebsen bas a daughter, Eline, 
who is more spiritually-minded; and in an evil 
hour Eline is thrown in Jeanne Autheman’s 
path. The interest of the book from this point 
lies in the struggle in Eline’s heart between 
natural aifection and what the Evangelist 


gradually perauaces ber to be religious duty. 1 


will not spoil the pleasure of future readers of 
this fascinating book by telling them in what 
way the struggle ends. They will be abie 
to learn that sbortly for themseives, when 
*L’Evangéiiste de Paris appears in its Eu- 
glish garb; and it will be strange indeed if some 
or them do not weep when they reach the ciose 
of tne last chapter. 

“The Paris Evangelist,” 8 would not 
be at all a bad name for M. Albert Weit, who 
bas grown terribly moral of late. He never 
tires now of bewailing the corrupt and merce- 
nary spirit of art and literature in Paris. From 
the pens or some writers this sort of thing might 
no doubt be bighiy edifying.. Coming from the 
Figaro critic, it is simply amusing. M. Wolff is 
hardly immaculate enough tor the part of a 
modern John of Patmos or Jeremiah. French 
artists will tell you odd stories about the whys 
and wherefores of his brilliant criticisms. One 
of best studio ancedotes I ever heard had 
this very M. Albert Wolff.for its hero.

Faul Louis Courier would, I fancy, be con- 
siderably astonished if he could see to what 
depths French political journalism and pam- 
phieteering has fallen in this age of progress 
and liberty. It has become, or seems in a fair 
way to me, the merest pretext for inter- 


changes of coarse slander, recrimination, and | 
personal abuse. We are all perfectly aware, of | 


course, that journalism in other countries has 
been occasionally known to err in the same 
direction: but there is a rich, reckless 
flavor about French political amenities, 
a callous crueity ana disregard of 
common decency, which give them a character 
happily all theirown. “ When in doubt, Hing a 
littie mud,” appears to be the rule nowadays of 
Parisian, and, geuerally speaking, of French 
newspaper “ink-slingers.”” Some of it is sure 
to stick—perhaps not forever, but at all events 
for afew days. It does not take much to blast 
a political reputation in this country. Jules 
Simon, Rochefort, Gambetta, and many another 
have all in turn suffered severely from 
the political mudiarks of Paris. It 
is now the turn of M. Andrieux, 
lately Prefect of Police in the Department of 
the Seine, and still more lately the representa- 
tive & the French Republic at the Court of 
Spain. The Gambettists do not love M. An- 
drjeux, who, as they have not forgotten, did 
probably more than any oneto overthrow the 
short-lived Cabinet of the Cahors Dictator.” 
Indeed, it would not be gomg too far to say that 
they positively execrate him. Their Christian 
sentiments have not deen modified by the marks 
of favor shown to M. Aadrieux by President 
Grévy within the last few weeks, and at the first 
opportunity they determined to be even 
with him.

PAP-SUCKERS. 


A Gang of Absorbants Wh@Should Be 
Squelched at Once-—The French- 


‘. American Commission Adjudicate 


$14,000 of Claims In Two Wears at a 
Cost of More than $300,000. 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

WAsnHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—One of the mat- 
ters that should command the immediate atten- 
tion of Congress is what is known as the French- 
American Claims Commission. The readers ot 
the Sun will remember that in January, 1880, 
a treaty was made between the United States 
and France by which a joint commission was 
formed, consisting of a representative of 
France, selected by that Republic, a repre- 
sentative of the United States, selected by our 
own Government, and a third Commissioner 
named by the Emperor of Brazil. To this 
commission was to be referred for final adju- 
dication all claims of citizens of France against 
the United States, and of citizens of the United 
States against France. 

France ramed for its Commissioner M. L. de 
Geofroy, the United States named a chronic 
officehoider from Vermont, Asa O. Aldis, and 
the Emperor of Brazil named Baron de Arinos, 
who was, of course, made President of the com- 
mission, although it would seem he isso only 
nominally. Each of the Commissioners receives 


$8.000 a year. The treaty provided in Art. a 


that the commission should expire in two yea 
after its first meeting. During this time it was 
bound to examine and decide upon every claim 


submitted to it.“ It was also provided that the 
“period shail not be extended except only in 
case the p ines be interrupted + ag 
incapacity, retirement, or cessation of func- 
tions of any one of the Commissioners.”’ 

Well, the commission met and organized on 
Dec, 20, 1880. Under the treaty this made it ob- 
ligatory upon it to examine and decide all 
cases submitted to it by the 20th of December, 
18k2. Its time 2 up one week from next 
Wednesday. . 

The commission bas rented and occupied a 
handso.nely furnished house, almost adjoining 
the Arlington Hotel, in the aristocratic part of 
tnecity. The whole of a large mansion has been 
taken for the use of the commission and an ex- 
tensive stalf of expensive cierks. 

George 8. Boutweil of Massachusetts was ap- 
pointed agent and coungel for the United States, 
ata salary of 85.000. Joan Davis, who has the 
honor to be the son-in-law of Secretary Freling- 
huysen, was made assistant counsel at a salary 
of $3,500.

The Fregch Republic named as its agent M.

But the ex- 
penses of the commission, as known, amount to 
342,000 a year, and, us it is safe to assume that 
France does not pay smaller salaries than the 
United States, we may put down the cost at $15, - 
000, making a total of $50,000a year, or $120,000 
trom Dec. 20, 1 to the 20th of the present 
month—with what pitiful results we shail now 
see. 


There have been filed with the commission 
726 claims against the United States, and nine- 
teen against France. These claims aggregate 
between $:20,00u,000 — $30,000,000. Out of the 
agereguie of 745 claims only fifteen awards have 
been made, amounting all told to $14,000. A 
few ave been rejected. This is the fru of two 
years’ labor. ‘ 

The claimants bave been represented by able 
lawyers who have spent much time and money 
in collecting the testimony in each case, and 
who have; of course, a lively interest in secur- 
ing a speedy adjudication of the cases. But 
these attorneys have been met by a disposition 
upon the part of the commission to delay mat- 
ters in every possible way. Procrastination is 
ar” has been the order of the day. The men 
We are astutely work this out are Messrs. 
Boutwell and Aldis, who are practically the 
commission. Mr. Boutwell, it 2 he remem- 
bered, passed frum revising the United States 
statutes at $5,000 per year to a place on the com- 
mission at $5,000 4180. 

The expenditure of $120,000 to adjudicate 
$14,000 would seem to be enormous, but that 
sum does not represent more than one-third of 
the amount already spent by the commission. 
Special agents, those peculizr employés who 
are sup to be a cross between a detective- 
officer and a Judge, have been employed to 
hunt up testimony and take evidence. The 
expenses for these agents bave been about 
$250,000. All of tnis is paid out of the United 
States Treasury as vouchers already filed with 
the Fifth Auditor attest. 

On Nov. 20 the commission met, 38. was ex- 
pected, for one of its last sessions, and to ren- 
der its judgments. But it was announced, to 
the astonishment of every one, that pending 
cases would be continued for six months, Con- 
gress having, at the request of the commission, 
extended its life for that time. Curses deep, if 
not loud, were plentiful just about this time.

OIL ON THE WATERS. 


Mr. Fondacaro’s Trip from Montevideo 
to Naples in a Three-Ton Boat for 
Experimental Purposes, 

New York World, Dec. 1. 

Mr. Vincenzo Fondacaro arrived in New York 
yesterday from San Domingo by the steamer 
George W. Clyde. Mr. Fondacaro has won dis- 
tinction by demonstrating in a practical way 
what may be done by “pouring oil upon the 
troubled waters.” And only a very little oil was 
necessary for the purpose. On the 8thof Octo- 
ber, 1880, be sailed from Montevideo for Naples 
in a thre@-ton boat, which he had built himself. 
He had a crew of only two men. The voyage 
was an exceedingly rough one, gales prevailing 
for three-fourths of the time. 
reached Feb. 4, 1881, and there the voyage ceased 
for a while because the funds and storesof the 
party had become exhausted. The little boat 
was enabled to ride out the roughest gales in 
safety by olive oil being scattered on the water. 

Mr. Fondacaro was found by a reporter of the 
World at the Astor House. e re with 
great modesty to the feat he bad accomplished. 
„ I claim,” said he, “to have made no great 
discovery. 1 have no valuable patent. For 
perhaps 200 years it has been known how oil 
would smooth the ruffled surface of the sea and 
prevent the waves from breaking, and shipsin 
the whaling trade have often saved themselves 
from foundering by this means. But until I 
made my voyage it was not known how smalia 
— of oil would accomplish this result. 
Generally a gallon of oll would enable my boat 
to lay “ hove to iu a gale of wind for twenty- 
four hours and be safe. I did not make this 
voyage in a spirit of recklesness, but simply to 
practically test the experiment.“ 

Mr. Fondacaro then described how he made 
use of the oil. It was inclosed in small bottie- 


shaped bags, each bag containing about halt a“ 


gallon. In case of a gale of wind, when it be- 
came necessary to lay to, a large bag attached 
to the bow of the boat was thrown overboard. 
This the sailors call a floating anchor ora drag. 
This kept his boat’s head to the wind. Two of 
the small bags of oil were thrown over- 
board, one fore and one aft. Each bag had a 
small orifice through which the oil escaped 
slowly. it circled around the boat and prevent- 
ed the sea from breaking over her and over- 
whelming her. “Of course,” said Mr. Fonda- 
caro, the oil does not diminish the size of the 
waves, but renders them comparatively harmless 
by preventing them from breaking.”’

Reminiscences Evoked by a Visit 
to His Grave. 


The Extraordinary Career of a 


Poor Kentucky Boy. 


His Ascent from the Lowest Station to 
the Presidency. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 11.—Here is Lincoln's 
monument and old frame dwelling. By them I 
pause to see it I can realize the greatest in- 
stance of the poor white type in this country. 

Lincoln was born Feb. 12, 1809, the son of 
Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanks. The first 
volume of the book called “Lamon’s Life of 
Lincoln,” which is generally attributed to Jere- 
miah Black and Chauncey Black. bis son, con- 
tains this fling at one of the greatest and purest 
men this country ever produced in its opening 
sentence: : 

„His father’s name was Thomas Lincoln, and 
his mother’s maiden name was Nancy Hanks. 
At the time of bis birth they are supposed to 
bave been married about three years. Although 
there appears to have been but little sympathy 
or affection between Thomas and Abraham 
Lincoln, they were, nevertheless, connected by 
ties and associations which make the previous

the year after the British troops embarked from 
America.

Dr. Holland says that the Lincolns of Rock- 
ingham County, Virginia, came from Berks 
County, Pennsylvania, and were Quakers. The 
characteristics of Lincoln bear out this theory. 

„ THE PRESIDENT’S FATHER, 

Thomas Lincoln, never had any education 
could hardly read, worked for day’s Wages. and 
hunted game. n be married Nancy Hanks, 
he had for a first child a daugnter named Sarah, 
who left no children; the son A and a 
son who died a baby, named ‘Lhomas. 
Lincoin’s father was a very amiable per- 
son; less than six feet high; of good na- 
ture, improvident and roving tendencies; but 
he was much loved. He always considered 
he had made a failure in life by not baying any 
education. Lincoln’s mother is said to have 
been a slender, pale, sad, and sensitive woman, 
superior in nature to the rough customers 
around her; and Lincoln always called her bis 
angel mother. They were very miserable, and 
poor, yet both parents were religious. The 
mother could just read, and she read to her 
children. Lincoln's tirst teacher was a Catholic 
named Zachariabh Riney. and the next a 
bright youth named Caleb Hazel. Schools 
were barely known, . the preach- 
ing was by rovers. Lincoloa never saw a church 
fur years, and his pdrents had the Baptist ten- 
dency, The first lessons in oratory Lincolu ever 
listened to were from wandering. Baptist 

reachers. There is a theory that Lincoin’s 

ather moved away from Kentucky because he 
saw no opportunity to educate his children in a 
society where Slavery was of more consequence 
than schoois. He did not want his children to 
be as common as the negroes. 
alleged for the father’s removal was the bad 
land-titiea in Kentucky, which had routed 
Daniel Boone himeeif from his property. 

The father at last sold his farm for ten barrels 
of whisky and $20 in money—the whole repre- 
senting 8300. He built a flatboat, launched it on 
the Rolling Fork, put bis whisky on board of ij 
set his furniture by the whisky, and floa 
down to the Ohio River, where the flatboat was 
upset and two-thirds of his whisky and stuff 
lost. He then went to Thompson's Ferry, and 
had his goods hauled about eighteen miles into 
Spencer County, Indiana. This was in the au- 
tumn of 1816, when Abe was under 8 years old. 

The father went right back to Kentucky, not 
having brought nis family with him on the flat- 
boat, and he put bis effects on three horses, sur- 
rounding them with packs containing the bed- 
ding wardrobe, th were seven days 
go across Kentucky to Indiana, and there 
the Free-State neighbors were assembied to help 
build them a home. Their house was not far 
from a town called Gentryville at the present 
day. The little boy Abe shot some wild turkeys; 
and, as soon as he could flourish an ax, was put 
to cutting down brush and trees. . 


ABE’S SCHOOL. 


He went for brief periods to three different 
teachers, one of whom was named Azel Dorcy: 
but it is said that his entire school-education i 
both Kentucky and Indiana was limited to one 
year.

TELEPHONES. 


Some Interesting Statistics Regarding 
Them. 
New York Grephis 
According to a pamphlet just issued by the 


Internationai Telephone Company, of Pars, 


there are 152 cities in the world furnished with 
that latest adjunct of modern civilization, the 
telephone. Of these ninety-two are located in 
the United States, forty-six in Great Britain, 
twelve in Italy, ten in German, eight in France, 
six in Beigium, three each in Austro-Hungary, 
Russia, Switzerland, and British ladia, two each 
in the Netherlands, and one each ia Denmark, 
Sweden, and Mexico. 

This is a pretty good showing considering the 
very short time that the telephone has been in 
practical use. The total number of subscribers 
to the telephone excbanges in these 1 cities 
are 56,899, of whom the United States bave N. 
199, or nerly two-thirds, the other third being 
scattered over the globe as follows: Great Brit- 


ain, 4,046; France, 3,640; Italy, 7,002; Germany, 


2,222; Beigium, 2,156; Austro-Hungary, , 
Sweden, 672; Switzerland, i; , 
Mexico, 300; Russia, 238; British India, . 
Egy pt, 188; and the Netherlands, 151. Theaa- 
tustics for the United States are rather deniad

The contrasts presented between the extent 
to which the «telephone is used here and be- 
tween its use elsewhere would, therefore, be 
even more violent were the present figures of 
our own exchanges to of those 
of a year ago.

The Juny Out at a Late Heure 
Chance of an Acquittal-A Possibility 
of a Disagreement. ms 
The commencement of the last scenes in the 

Sturla murder triai took place yesterday morn- 

ing in the Criminal Court, and was attended by 

nothing that could be accounted in the least dra- 
matic. Promptly at 10 o'clock the jury and the 
defendant were ushered into court, but it was 


fully twenty minutes before opposing counsels 


and Judge Gardner appeared. The iatter was 
accompanied by Judge Gary, who took a seat 
alongside him on the bench. The attendance 
was not nearly so large as on the previous day, 
although the representation of ladies was quite 
full; and ff all who applied for admission had 
been allowed to enter the room would 
have been crowdea. Capt. Black and his wife, 
the latter of whom has been a faithful attend- 
ant upon the accused, met the prisoner as she 
entered the room and gat by her during the pro- 
ceedings. The woman looked pale, but quite 
composed, and gave no evidence of ‘emotion 
during the tedious reading of the long lastruc- 
tions nted by the State’s-Attorney and 
counsel for her. Mrs. Judge T. Lyle Dickey oo - 
cupied a place alongside Judge Gardner, and the 
lady friends of the officers of the court, who 
bave displayed considerable interest in the later 
portion of the trial who have unwittingly 
attracted attention by their personal appear- 
ance, were given seats in the Clerk's box. 

When court had convened Judge Gardner, 
who was evidently suffering severely from phys- 
ical disorder, arose trenmulously, and, address- 
ing the jury, said that owing to bis physical con- 
dition Judge Gary would read to them 

THE INSTRUCTIONS OF THE COURT. 

Judge Gary thereupon arose and began the 
reading of the instructions furnished dy the 
representative of the people. Asa matter of 
law they were to begin with the proposition that 
the woman was sane, but they should consider 
her life and the circumstadces attending the 
killing upon her mind, and then render a ver- 
dict according to the law and evidence in the 
case. They should not only consider the fact 
that she was laboring under disease, but that 
she was influenced by an insane and irresistibie 
impiuse; and in aha oe that they were to 
take into consideration all of the admissions 
of guilt at the time of the kil ‘ 
it it was found that she was possessed of 
resistibie passion previous to the killing, but 
that the passion had time to subside and give 
pince to reason, then they should find the de- 
fendant guilty of manslaughter. The law eup- 
posed every man sane, and it had to be shown 
that the person was insane at the time, and that 
he would not have done the act but for that 
affection, in order to secure an acquittal. 

For the defendant the court instructed the 
jury that a preponderance of evidenee of in- 
sunity was not necessary. The law r nized 
partial as well as general jnsanity;: and if 
the defendant was laboring under a mental 
delusién, and did not know she was doing 
wrong then she should be acquitted. The ques- 
tion was not was she insane at the trial, but was 
she insane when she committed tue act. Legal 
insanity was merely a question of fact and of 
law, and the jury should reject expert testimotiy 
whenever itin any way with decisious 
of the Supreme Court as ia the case of partial 
insanity. They bad the richt to consider whéth- 
er threats made by the defendant were wean 
ingless and madein the bea; of on, and 
that no matter what threats she may have made 
previous to the killing if sbe was insane when 
she fired the shot she should be acquitted. 
was duty of. the jury to reconcile the expert 
testimony with the innocence of the prisoner 
if possibie.”’

A LOTTERY SWINDLE.

A Concern That Has Had No Drawing 
and Possesses No Property.

Mr. Harper stated that the object for which 
the meeting was called was to discuss matters 
oh me would come before the Legislature which 

ut affect the City of Chicago. 

me E. D. Cooke stated that they had come to- 
_ gether to discuss provable matters of legisia- 
uon. A representative of an evening paper had 
told nim that the paper would advocate a Police 
. Board bill for Chicago. Then there were tite 
qiestions of diyiding the City of Chicago into 
Commissioners’ districts, a State liquor-license 
law. and other matters of like importance. Al- 
luding to the Bradwell case, he said that Judge 
Bradwell ought to ro dowa to Spruigteld with 
the full support of the Republican portion of 
tne Cook County delegation.

“Sheep” Husbandry in the United States.” 
Sheep, de said, contributed more as fertilizers 
than any other domestic live-stock. The in- 
dustry was already ing a necessary ad- 
junct to Krain-ratisme. and the day was not 
distant when fsheep-folding would be resorted 
to here more weneralliy than was nos the case in 
Europe. No manure was 80 valuable to restore 
worn-out farms as that of sheep. Thousands of 
acres in the South, now useless, would ultimate- 
iy be utilized for sheep-raising. There were 
600,000,000 sheep itr the world, and tbe 
United States had between 4,000,000 and 
50,000,000; producing annually 300,000,000 
pounds of wool of an unsurpassed quality. When 
all the land available was taken up the country 
would produce all varieties in quantities suf- 
ficient to clothe the people and leave a large 
surplus for exportation. The growtb of the m- 
dustry lu this country pad been wonderful. In 
1860 there were only 2,000,000 sheep, and the 
wool clip was 60,000,000 pounds. But, notwith- 
standing the increase, this — produced oni 
three-quarters ot all the wool necessary tor 
home consumption, from one-fourth to a third 
of the wool and woolén being imported. 
The ‘erowth of wool the manufacture of 
woolen goods should be encouraged by a 
wise and liberal tariff until sheep had increased 
in such numbers as to afford ample material for 
the clothing of the people. The industry gave 
employment to 400,000 or 500,000 farmers and 
flock mir masters, made it possible to estab- 
lish 2.684 woolen mills in 1880, with a capital of 
$ 158,664,270, — 160,998 people, and paying 
them in wages $47,150,618. while in 1860 the 
mills guve employment to only 4,000 bands and

Besides this, a score-card 
will be filled out by the judwe—Mr. B. N. Piéree, 
of Corning. la.—of tbe various points of excel- 
jence of the birds exhibited. The “ Revised 
Amerieau Standard of Excellence governs in 
all the varieties recoghized. A numbet of spe- 
cial premiums, ranging in value from 85 to $0, 
have been offered by gentiemen interested iu 
the breeding of fowls. 

The ooops containing the poultry are arranged 
in such a way astosbow each breed by itself. 
A. very fine display is made by George Butters, 
of Oak Park, of Houdan cocks and hens. James 
E. White, of Engiewood, also shows about a

The Convention of Cane-Growers at St. 
. Louis. 
Spectai Dispotch to The Chicago Tribune 

St. Lovis, Mo., Dec, 14.—The Cape-Growers’ 
Convention opened this morning witb an ex- 
haustive address by Dr. Loring, United States 
Commissioner of Agriculture. Dr. Loring said: 
The history of sorghum industry in this coun- 
try is curious aud interesting and familiar to 
you all. 
ed it un my farm in Essex County, Massachu- 
setts, as a green forage crop for my milch-cows. 
With me it was not successful either as a crop 
or as an articie of fodder. 
attention was called to the plant adapted to 
the production of sirup and sugar, and 
1 studied, witb interest the vussays of 
D. J. Brown, and the opinions of Dr. Charles T. 
Jackson. Dr. J. Lawrence Smith, Dr. Antisell, 
Prot. Groessmann later, all declaring that the 
sugar contained in sorghum ie crystalliaabie, 
but differing in their views of the method by 
which this sugur can be produced, Dr, Smith as- 
éerting that the sugar can be. obtained by 
processes analogous to those employed for ex- 
tracting sugar from other piagis’’; and Presi- 
dent Storkbridge, of the Massacbusetts Agri- 
cultural College, expressing the opinion Still

as a engar-producifig plant settled the fact that 
no known variety of ft can be profitably em- 
ployed for the purpose unless chemicat science 
can diseover a law by which glucose can bo 
changed for cane sugar. Uptaions have differed 
also with regard to the beset time for 
working the canoe after itis cut. In 
the midet.or this conflict of opinion 
the investigation of the sorghum cane’ as a su- 
gar-producing plant was uhdertaken by the De- 
nartmentof Agriculturé in 1874, and has been 
continued to the present time. i submit the 
conclusions already arrived at by the chemist 
of the department as laid before me.

6. While good sirup may be produced from 
sorgbum as a domestic industry and on a Um- 
ited scale over a very wide range of country, 
the successful production of erystalised sugar 
on a commercial scale appears to demand the 
kill and appliances of a sugar-house conducted 
in a 8 manner and with ample capital. 

7. © Dest results in sugar are obtained only 
when the ripe cane is manufactured on the 
same day in which it is cut from the fields. 

& The seed of ripe sorghum is a valuable feed 
crop, equal, for fattening animals, to maize, and 
ip product is equal. from two and a haif to four 
bushels per ton of cane. 

9. About 40 per cent of the price of sorghum is 
lost in the bDrgasse, as it is to nearly the same 
extent in tropical sugar-cane; more than one- 
half of which loss may probabiy be saved to tne 
crop by process of displacement 

YET 40 BE_PBRFECTED. 

10. Of other residual products, the scum ane 
sediment, rich in various eiements of fertility, 
are now thrown away. The bagasse, when treated 
by a pulping machine, gives a valuable paper 
stock. Treated as a fertilizer, the begasse will 
return to the soil a portion of what the piant has 
borrowed from it in its growth. In regions 
where fuel is dear the bagasse can be used with 
advantage as fuel. 

Dr. Loring said that the Agrécultural Depart- 
ment had not been able to secure full returns of 
the extent of the producfion of sorghum in this 
country, but the reports from the different

centre hall, broken with arches which serve 
togive it a sert*of medieval-palace air, so. to 
write it, and opening the way into a large, 
square court, with an immense iron statr- 
case on either side running nearly up to the 
roof. : 
THE LOCATION OF THE SOUTHERN HOSPITAL, 
on the whole, is generally regarded as very 
desirable.

obtained from two Sources—a couple of nat- 
urai springs, which furnish a very good sup- 
ply both as to quantity and quality, and ten 
cisterns, with a total capacity of 2.500 bar- 
rels, for the storage of raſhwater. Two 
pumps force the water—pond or spring, as 
the case may be, according to whichever the 
institution may be using at a given time— 
through underground iron pipes into a large 
water-tower, higher than the institution it- 
self, whence it is supplied to #¢ sev 
buildings by the force of gravitation. 

THE INSTITUTION’S BIRTH. 

The first steps towards the erection of the 
Southern Hospital were taken in 1860, when 
the . Legislature passed à bill. appro- 
priating $125,000 for land and. build- 
ings, and providing in the usual manner for 
the location of the institution. The Commis- 
sioners spent about a year before settling 
down on the spot where it now stands. In 
1871 the Legislature appropriated $65,000 to 
complete the north wing and $143,000 for the 
central building. The north wing and the 
domestic department were opened in 1873,

The Financiak Condition of Purdue 
„College.

LAFAYETTE, Ind.. Dec. 14.—1f there is any one 
thing of Which Lafayette has reason to be proud 
it is Purdue, Univeriity, known as the State 
Agricultural College, founded by the late Jobu 
Purdue, of this city. The Trustees of this edu- 
cational institution have been in session for the 
last two days, but have completed their bu si- 
hess. The main business of the session was the 


consideration of the annual report of President 
E. E. White, with the uccompanying reports of 
the several departments, complete report 
of tne President will be forwarded at once to 
Gov. Porter, and will by him be laid before the 
next Generul Assembly. It will make a docu- 
ment of over 200 printed pages. It shows 
the university to be in excellent condition, 
the progress made in industrial work 
the lust two years being marked 
and gratifying.

Presi- 
dent White's report shows the whole number of 
students last year was 268—forty-seven counties 
being represented.

The 
number of students in the present senior class 
is sixteen. | 

The present faculty inciudes thirteen Profes- 
sors and instructors, and two assistants em- 
ployed a portion of the time. The total current 
expenses of the university, invluding the farm, 
were $34,521.06, and the-expenditures for buiid- 
es. apparatus, and other appliances were 
$11,423.04. The new , buildings erected 
arc Agricultural Hail and an addition 
to the green-house for Pipe pur- 
poses. The «ppropriations. requi for 
the coming year, and which will be asked at tne 
hands of the Legislature of the State, are $25,000 
a year, and $10,000 for the ereetion of a building 
fur’ the Department of Practical Mechanics. ‘The 
report also containsa valuable table, showing 
the cost value of the property of the uni- 
versity, including lands, buildings. apparatus, 
fixtures, ot. The total cost of improve-. 
ments made prior to July 1, 1876, was N. 212.10:
